Mr,  Chairman  and  Members, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the  District 
for  the  year  1972. 

The  statistics  show  that  the  rate  of  building  within 
the  Urban  Area  has  slowed  down  as  the  quantity  of  available 
building  land  is  absorbed.  The  number  of  houses  which  were 
built  was  6l  and  the  population  increase  155*  The  number  of 
deaths  occurring  during  the  year  was  approximately  the  same  as 
the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  births  decreased  by  39* 
otherwise  the  statistics  appertaining  to  Lymm  are  much  in  line 
with  the  national  figures. 

There  have  been  no  unusual  matters  of  a  medical  nature 
occurring  in  the  district  during  the  year  and  the  report  on  the 
environmental  matters  relative  to  the  district,  has  been  compiled 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

May  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Committee  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Slum  Clearance  Committee  for  their  assistance  during 
the  year  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the 
manner  in  v/hich  they  have  carried  out  the  day  to  day  running  of 
the  department.

There  are  now  only  three  pail  closets*  It  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  these  will  also  be  converted  and  the  collection 
service  can  then  be  dispensed  with. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  new  conveniences  at  the  Dam  not  only  serve  the  residents  of 
the  area,  but  travellers  on  the  A,56  and  the  numerous  visitors  to 
the  Dam. 

Unfortunately  both  these  conveniences  and  the  ones  in  the  centre 
of  the  Village  are  continually  despoiled  and  damaged  by  vandals. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  modern  Sev/age  Works  under  the  management  of  Mr*  B.  Parsonage, 
and  the  general  supervision  of  the  Surveyor,  continues  to  work 
satisfactorily,  hut  under  pressure  due  to  the  expansion  of  the 
area. 

This  results  in  a  problem  of  how  to  dispose  of  the  sludge  which 
is  now  being  produced  in  quantities  in  excess  of  the  facilities 
initially  provided  for  this  purpose®
